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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER. 


The  general  health  of  our  townspeople  has  been  good 
and  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  school  buildings  are 
in  the  best  sanitary  condition  we  have  ever  found  them, 
and  will  compare  very  favorably  with  any  of  the  city 
schools. ' 

Venereal  diseases  have  been  added  to  our  list  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  and  all  persons  having  a  venereal  disease, 
unless  being  properly  treated  will  be  quarantined  and 
house  placarded  isubject  'to  'the  samie  laws  as  persons  suf- 
fering from  any  other  contagious  disease,  and  any  physi- 
cian, or  other  person  who  knows  of,  or  treats  a  case  of 
syphilis,  gonorrhea,  or  chancroid,  shall  report  such  case 
immediately  in  writing  to  the  local  health  officer,  stating 
name  and  address  of  the  diseased  person  and  the  date  of 
onset  of  the  disease,  and  probable  cause  of  infection.  The 
report  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  sealed  envelope  and  sent  to  the 
local  health  officer,  who  shall  report  weekly  on  the  pre- 
scribed form  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  all  cases  re- 
ported to  him. 

The  health  officer  shall  use  every  available  means  to 
ascertiain  Ihe  exi'stence  of  and  to  investigate  all  cases  of 
syphilis,  gonorrhea,  and  chancroid  within  their  several  jur- 
isdictions, and  to  ascertain  the  source  of  such  infection. 
Local  health  officers,  or  their  authorized  deputy  are  em- 
powered and  directed  to  make  such  examinations  of  per- 
sons reported  as  having  syphilis,  gonorrhea  or  chancroid 
as  may  be  necessary  in  the  above  regulations.  It  is  not 
the  intention  of  the  law  to  infringe  upon  the  personal  lib- 
erty of  any  one,  but  to  protect  persons  from  contagion  of 
the  above  named  diseases,  and  any  and  all  persons  violat- 
ing any  of  the  provisions,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  for  each  offence.
